There is a knock in the motor of my 


car. 
I taok the engine down and put 


in new bushings, new pins, new rings 
and new valves and tightened the con- 
necting rode and main bearings. When 
the spark is advanced a clicking sound 
is heard, but with it retarded it knocks. 
The knock ia not as noticeable when 
advanced, but with the spark retarded 
it makes the engine very hot, and it 
has not the power that it has when ad- 
vanced. The lights are connected with 
the magneto and sometimes when burn- 
Ing and the epark ia fully retarded the 
motor does not knock. 
It will run 


smoothly for about two mile* and then 
give two or three spark clicks and then 
•top knocking. 
Can you tell me the 


cause of this? 


This might be Ignition trouble due to 


improper manipulation of the spark 
lever. You may be advancing the lever 
too far to be ia proper relation to the 
speed of the motor. Experience shows 
the driver of any ear where to put his 
spark for all conditions of travel, and 
once you have mastered this you will 
probably 
not have this knocking. 


There are extremes to advancing the 
spark aud just as bad extremes to re- 
tarding, and it would seein that you 
work your spark lever tpo far each 
way. When running ordinarily there 
ia 110 need of touching the spark lever. 
It is only when running1 at a high 
speed that you need advance the spark 
beyond the normal rumiing position, 
and when you are pulling In heavy 
places it Is time to retard it somewhat, 
but not too much. When going up hilt 
It is often necessary to bring the spark 
down a little, but not to the point 
where there is knocking. 
Find the 


best all around running position of the 
lever and do not change it unless as 
above. 
Of course when starting the 


spark should also be retarded.

By the term high speed motor in 


meant a motor so designed as to bal- 
ance, timing and port and valve sizes 
that it can be run up to unusually high 
crankshaft speeds without a falling 
off in power developed and without un- 
due vibration. The term high speed is 
relative, but engines running a crank- 
shaft speed greater than 2,000 r. p. m. 
may be considered a high speed motor.

There is a knock in the motor of my 


car. 
I taok the engine down and put 


in new bushings, new pins, new rings 
and new valves and tightened the con- 
necting rode and main bearings. When 
the spark is advanced a clicking sound 
is heard, but with it retarded it knocks. 
The knock ia not as noticeable when 
advanced, but with the spark retarded 
it makes the engine very hot, and it 
has not the power that it has when ad- 
vanced. The lights are connected with 
the magneto and sometimes when burn- 
Ing and the epark ia fully retarded the 
motor does not knock. 
It will run 


smoothly for about two mile* and then 
give two or three spark clicks and then 
•top knocking. 
Can you tell me the 


cause of this? 


This might be Ignition trouble due to 


improper manipulation of the spark 
lever. You may be advancing the lever 
too far to be ia proper relation to the 
speed of the motor. Experience shows 
the driver of any ear where to put his 
spark for all conditions of travel, and 
once you have mastered this you will 
probably 
not have this knocking. 


There are extremes to advancing the 
spark aud just as bad extremes to re- 
tarding, and it would seein that you 
work your spark lever tpo far each 
way. When running ordinarily there 
ia 110 need of touching the spark lever. 
It is only when running1 at a high 
speed that you need advance the spark 
beyond the normal rumiing position, 
and when you are pulling In heavy 
places it Is time to retard it somewhat, 
but not too much. When going up hilt 
It is often necessary to bring the spark 
down a little, but not to the point 
where there is knocking.

The term high speed is 
relative, but engines running a crank- 
shaft speed greater than 2,000 r. p. m. 
may be considered a high speed motor.
